Through the Central Committee on 
Women’s Employment, women are being 
taught new trades, instructed in transfer- 
ence of trades, placed as grocery assist- 
ants, khaki workers, boot and shoe mak- 
ers, and a thousand other things.

I don’t want to tire you with more de- 
scriptions of these committees, but I 
would like to give you some tentative 
figures I got yesterday. It is impossible 
to make out a complete list of commit- 
tees and funds since so many are private, 
many belong to clubs, many are only sub- 
committees and so on. 

But I found that there were 4 relief 
funds, 22 needlework funds, 18 ambulance 
funds, exclusive ofthe myriad hospitals 
used only for wounded, 18 distinctly wom- 
en's employment funds, and 64 miscella- 
neous, comprising such different benefi- 
ciaries as dachshunde, irreligious sol- 
diers, prisoners of war, cats and wound- 
e@ horses, drinking women, and the na- 
tion’s food. supply. 
Every one is working here. Every one 
is trying to do his best to relieve In some 
way the sufferings, privat! and pres- 
sure of this war. If it is done with a little 
more formality, a little more advertising, 
more engraved letterheads and society 
column patronesses, than in France, nev- 
ertheless it is efficient, it is all-embracing, 
it is generous, and it comes from the 
heart.

Eternal vigilanice is the price of a good coun- 
cil and a good council is the chief requisite of good 
government in Chicago. 

This is the annual truism the obvious wisdom 
of which we all recognize and on the whole try 
pretty faithfully to support.

The chargé of the unemployed on the bpreau, 
all athirst for work; the sudden and heartbreak- 


ing discovery that the work advertised meant 
leaving CRicago; the panic retreat to the bread 
line, or to some precarious substitute for the pay 
envelope, and all because of, what--two things, 
the lure of the city and the aversion to manva) 
labor on the farm, , 

There is also another feature to the situation 
which is more significant. ‘That is that some, if 
not many, of these 600 men felt themselves phys.- 
ically unable to perform the routine that is de- 
manded on the average farm. Softened probably 
by desk work or city life, used to the feel of the 
paveménts instead of the rough earth,*their mus- 
cles flabby and their wind short, they naturally 
turned tail at the suggestion that they go back 
en bloc, to the farm. | 

This brings out a point that not every mas 
is fit for farm life, Just as every man is not nat- 
urally fit for city life. Farming is a trade, or a 
trained occupation, just as is bookkeeping. Put 
the farmer down to the bookkeeper’s desk and he 
would be helpless. Put the bookkeeper out on 
the, farm and he would be almost so. : 

The fault with .most American slogans, and’ 
“Back to the farm” is one of them, is that they 
are too- sweeping, too indiscriminate. It is bet~- 
ter to pick your man to go back to the farm, to 
acquaint him with what he must expect, and te 
train him for his job, just as it would be merciful 
if we could place an embargo upon the country 
people who flock to the cities. The idea that 1¢@ 
prevalent, that any American can go out on 8 
plot of ground and dig out a livelihood, is a fal- 
lacy. Just as big and more cruel & fallacy is the 
delusion of the countryman that he can, by some 
mysterious magic, succeed quickly in the city 
without previous experience. 

The Chicago incident points a moral, after all, 
which is that after all we need expert training

KEEP MILK UNDER 56. 
HE advantage to the dairy 
from prompt cooling of the.milk is 
becoming so widely known that the 
dairy division of the United States 
bureau of animal industry has is- 
sued a bulletin (No. 623) on “ Icehouses 
for the Dairy Farm."’ 7 ; 

By way of showing the advantage of 
icing milk thig bulletin cites one milk 
wagon which collected cream from thirty- 
n-ne patrons on a route twenty-four miles 
long on a certain Saturday morning, when 
the temperature was 92. The wagon ar- 
rived at the factory with a load of 2,160 
pounds of sweet cream at a temperature 
of 55. Had the milk not been cooled on the 
farm that load of cream would have 
brought the farmers $21.60 less than they 
received for it, 

_— 

Some of the fecte in this bulletin are as 
follows: Some farmers cut ice for 9 
centsaton. Theaverage price was found 
to be 18 cents. The cost of ice cut, hauled, 
ard stored was $1 a ton on the average. 
Some farmers who had to make a long 
haul spent as much as §2 aton. A tem- 
pora dam across an ordinary brook 
will make enough of an ice pond for an 
ordinary dairy farm, The only tools for 
cutting required are two saws, two ice 
tongs, two ice hooks, and a pointed bar. 

Ice cutting ie dome at a season when 
work is slack. Stored ice shrinks at the 
rate of from 20 to 5O per cent, according 
te the type of icehouse in which it is 
stored. A cubic foot of ice weighs fifty- 
seven pounds. Forty cubic feet of space 
should be allowed for each ton of ice. It 
is always advisable to store 50 per cent 
more ice than the calculated need.

If it costes much to cut and store ice, a 
waterproof, wel) insulated, well ventilat- 
¢d, well drained icehouse will pay for 
itself. If ice can be cut and stored cheap- 


A farmer 
thould provide two tone per cow, if all 
the milk ia to be cooled. Onie ton per cow 
wil: suffice, if cream only is to be market- 
ed. A cake of ice kept floating in the 
wuter of a cooling vat will hold the tem- 
perature of the milk at about 40 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 

Tinder average conditions, when cream

of ice to each pint of cream will be re- 
quired during hot weather. 

An ice water tank can be built at an 
expense of from $5 to $20. 

Milk to keep properly must be speedily 
chilled to 55 or below and beld down until 
"wt reaches the consumer, Fifty-tive is 
the highest allowable temperature, A 
good product cannot be furnished if the 
temperature is allowed to exceed 50. 

In midsummer the water from most 
wells and springs is @0 and over. A well 
water or spring water that is less than 15 
is exceedingly rare. Milk placed in cold 
water cools more quickly and keeps cold 
better than milk kept in the cold air of a

If he abandoned political work, it was 
not for the sake of finance, for he takes 
but little part in the activities of the great 
London banking house that bears the 
name of his family. But it was in order 
to devote himeelf entirely to his zodlogical 
studies. 

‘He is gre of the foremost zodlogists in 
Europe, and at Tring park in Hérts, the 
magnificent country eeat which he has 
now inherited from his father, he has 
most wonderful sodlogical collections, not 
only dead but also living. The park, in- 
deed, abounds in all sorts of rare speci- 
' mens of exotic animals and birds, while 
_indoore the collection of stuffed beasts, 
'Teptiler, and birds rivale that of the 
Natural History Musevm at South Ken- 
, sington. The collections have beén formed 
quite regardiess of cost. 

Lately he has been manifesting epecial 
interest fn anthropoid/ apes, and has spent 
large sums of money in obtaining speci- 
mens of gorillas from the west coast of 
Africa. This is a game most difficult to 
obtain, owing to the risk, and the nine 
stuffed gorillas which figure in his 
museum at Tring represent the loss of a 
number of human lives sacrificed in ob- 
taining the specimens.
